Pakistani rebels 
declare independence

Pakistani rebels issued a formal 
declaration of independence today in 
a ceremony in a mango grove near 
the Indian border. 
The 
Press 
Trust

India, 
reporting from Kushtia in East 
Pakistan, said the acting president 
of the provisional Bangla Desh 
(Bengal Land) government, Nazrul 
Islam, read a proclamation to rebel 
officials and newsmen in the grove 
at 
Baidyanathtala, 
120 
miles 
northeast of Calcutta. 
Nazrul told the group that Bengal 
lost its freedom to the British in a 
mango grove in 1957 and it was 
fitting that the free government of 
Bangla Desh should be established 
in another grove in 
the same 
district. 
The reading of the proclamation 
was preceded by recitations from 
the 
Koran 
and 
the singing of 
patriotic songs. 
Nazrul is acting president of the 
rebel government in the absence of 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the East 
Pakistani leader believed arrested 
by Pakistan authorities shortly after 
civil war broke out March 25. *

Nixon Administration has warned 
Gov. Ronald Reagan once again to 
raise welfare payments for needy 
children by June 30 or lose $708 
million in federal aid.

Education 
and 
Welfare 
officials 
insist

“summit meeting” between Reagan 
and 
President 
Nixon 
at 
San 
Clemente on April 2 did not settle all 
the differences between California 
and the federal government. 
The 
N ixon 
and

administrations have been battling 
in the courts and behind the scenes 
for months over welfare conformity. 
The issue involves the state’s failure 
to comply with a federal law that 
required a cost-of-living increase for 
welfare families as of July 1969. 
The

Friday when HEW reaffirmed its 
intention to cut off California’s 
federal welfare aid unless the cost- 
of-living increases are granted by 
June 30. 
HEW said California is the only 
state which has not complied. 
Reagan has promised to have 
“emergency” welfare conformity 
regulations prepared by May I. 
“The difficulties surrounding this 
one compliance issue only serves to 
illustrate once again the need for 
reform of welfare procedures at 
both the federal and state levels,” 
said John D 
Twiname, HEW’s 
s o c ia l 
and

administrator. 
Nixon and Reagan are sponsoring 
separate “ reform” proposals in 


Congress 
and 
the 
California 
legislature. 
Reagan 
vehemently 
opposes Nixon’s as too liberal. 
Twiname, in a letter to state 
Welfare Director Robert Carleson, 
said “It would be well if we could 
clarify to the public” that the 
conformity issue “ is not tied’’ to 
Reagan's welfare reform legislation 
and “must be met quite apart” from 
it.

Legislators rush 
to tax everything 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —California legislators, ignoring opposition 
from Gov. Ronald Reagan, raced Friday to propose new taxes on 
everything from television commercials to take-home chop suey. 
Reagan has declared himself adamantly opposed to any new or 
higher taxes this year. But on the final day for unrestricted 
introduction of bills, lawmakers from both parties proposed a flood of 
new taxes. 
Assemblyman Frank Murphy Jr., R-Santa Cruz, proposed extending 
the 5 per cent statewide sales tax to restaurant take-out food such as 
fried chicken, chop suey and fish and chips. He said it would raise $30 
million. Under current law. sales of restaurants are taxable but those 
which engage exclusively in the sale of food to-go escape the sales 
levy. 
Democratic 
Assemblyman John Dunlap of Napa introduced a 
measure to levy a 4 per cent sales tax on the gross receipts derived 
trom the sale of radio and television advertising. The revenue would 
be deposited in a “consumer affairs fund.” 
Assemblyman Leo McCarthy, D-San Francisco, filed legislation 
allowing all counties to tax the income of residents at 10 per cent of 
the amount they paid in state income tax. A second McCarthy bill 
would empower the counties to impose a 5 per cent use tax on the 
purchase price of gas, electrical and telephone services. 
Commerce secretary 
calls for pipeline

merce Secretary Maurice H. Stans, 
declaring economic and national 
security advantages would outweigh 
possible environmental hazards, has 
called for early construction of the 
Alaska pipeline. 
Stans sent a letter to Interior 
Secretary Robers C. B. Morton 
Friday saying building of the 800- 
mile line from Alaska’s north slope 
to the warm water port of Valdez 
would insure adequate American oil 
supplies. He said it would reduce 
reliance on imports from North 
Africa, South America and the 
Middle East. 
The 
Interior 
Department 
has 
under consideration a request for a 
permit 
to 
build 
the 
pipeline. 
Construction of the line has been 
opposed by environmentalists who 
contend it would destroy the natural 
environment of the area. 
Stans said economic effects of the 
pipeline construction would include: 
—Creation of up to 8,000 jobs in 
Alaska, which he said now has the 
highest unemployment rate in the 
nation. 
—Building of 30 new oil tankers at 
an estimated cot of $1 billion, which 
would provide approximately 48,000 
man years of work in U.S. shipyards 
and allied industries. 
The commerce secretary urged 
rejection of a proposed alternate 
pipeline route through Canada to the 
Middle West. He said it would have 
“enormously 
adverse 
economic 
consequences.” 
Some 
environmentalists 
have 


supported the proposed Canadian 
route because they claim it would 
eliminate the need to pump oil into 
tankers with the attendant risk of 
spills.

Shau Valley but the U.S. Command 
reported two U.S. B52 bombing 
missions Friday and today midway 
between the Valley and Hue, 28 
miles east of the area.

Millions of golfers watch 
us pros down on our stom ­ 
achs lining up 30-foot putts 
and figure anybody ought to 
be able to make them. Well, 
anybody shouldn’t a n d if 
you appreciate that you’re a 
better putter for it. 


For the m o s t part, the 
longer a putt is, the l e s s 
chance you have to sink it. 
It m ight sound like negative 
thinking, b u t I guarantee 
you that once you realize the 
difference between the putts 
you ought to make and the 
ones you have little chance 
on, the lower y o u r scores 
will be. 
Sooner or later you have 
to decide what is m akeable 
for you and what isn ’t Then 
you can putt accordingly.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Perhaps 
this may sound silly to you, 
but is it true thatjionev and 
vinegar aid in the circulation 
of the blood? 
Dear Reader—No, not at 
all. Honey, like sugar, con­ 
tains lots of calories in each 
teaspoonful. Some people get 
results f r o m almost any­ 
thing if they have enough 
faith in the treatment. 
Medical research has to be 
done with great care to avoid 
mistaken conclusions, such 
as 
ideas 
like 
the 
use 
of 
honey and vinegar, or water­ 
melon seeds, in the treat­ 
ment of high blood pressure. 
Faith and the human body 
are both complicated 
and 
fascinating. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I read 
your articles on health reg­ 
ularly. I would like to know 
if you agree that garlic is 
helpful in dilating the blood 
vessels and thus reducing 
b l o o d pressure? Do you 
think that garlic is safer to 
use than some types of med­ 
icine used in treating high 
blood pressure which may 
be 
a 
relaxant 
or 
inhibits 
nerve impulses that would 
cause blood vessel constric­ 
tion? If one eliminates the 
obvious fatteners, such as 
sweets, butter and animal 
fats, and cuts down drasti­ 
cally on carbohydrates, do 
you think it is possible to 
Control this dangerous con­ 
dition without taking a single 
drug and risking grave side 
effects? 
Dear Reader—There is no 
evidence that garlic is use­ 
ful in treating high blood 
pressure. True, some medi­ 
cines used in treating high 
blood pressure h a v e un­ 
desirable side effects. So do 
most medicines, even those 
of greatest value, like our 
antibiotics. 
High blood pressure can 
be caused by a number of 
different factors, 
including 
kidney disease. A lot of peo­ 
ple with 
mild 
high 
blood 
pressure can control their 
problem with a good diet as 
you have suggested. 
I have seen many a per­ 
son develop 
normal 
blood 
pressure after a significant 
loss of excess fat. Most doc­ 
tors recommend weight re­ 
duction for persons with high 
blood pressure. The problem 
is getting the patient to re­ 
duce. 
Some people have h i g h 
blood pressure from nervous 
tension or when they are ap­ 
prehensive about having an 
examination. Faith in their 
medicine, even garlic, and 
sometimes tranquilizers en­ 
ables these people to have 
normal blood pressure dur­ 
ing examinations. Many of 
these people do not have 
high blood pressure except 
during examinations anyway 
and would do as well with 
no medicine and some re­ 
assurance. Because the prob­ 
lem is complex, only your 
doctor can tell you if you 
teally need medicine or a 
change in habits.

They appear to be the 
work of Titans on vacation. 
These two works are but a 
part of a Heisey glassware 
collection 
of 
around 
100 
pieces owned by Jeanne and 
Richard Dinkel, 130 Deneb 
Place. 
A two-piece punch 
bowl with 16 glass cups and 
a two-piece hors d oeuvres 
plate and dip bowl are both 
pedestaled on a removal 
glass column. 
Both pieces 
weigh 15 pounds each. 
Essentially, the plate is 
identical to the punch bowl 
and is the same in diameter. 
Through the processes of 
reheating 
and 
flattening, 
this second punch bowl has 
become 
the 
flat plate 
centered 
by 
a 
separate 
bowl. 
As with the large pieces, 
the biggest percentage of 
Jeanne 
Dinkels 
Heisey 
collection is a Roman or 
Greek key pattern in clear, 
t r a n s p a r e n t 
g l a s s , 
numbering about 35 pieces. 
“The Greek and Roman 
patterns, patented around 
1910, were made for hotel 
dining rooms,” said Jeanne, 
a teacher who commutes to 
Jonata School in Buellton 
daily throughout the week. 
“You don’t find that type of 
quality today,” she added. 
Heisey, an American glass 
manufactured between 1890 
to about 1956, was made in 
Neward. Ohio, according to 
the Dinkels. 
The Greek and Roman 
patterns 
are 
the 
most 
collectible, 
Jeanne 
feels, 
because they have been out 
of production for years. 
Though 
many 
different 
types 
of 
glassware 
are 
r e p r e s e n t e d 
in 
t h e 
collection. “ We have never 
found a goblet in the Greek 
or Roman pattern,” she 
said. Other patterns, such 
as the Colonial, plus wheel 
ground goblets are evident, 
however. 
In the Heisey sherbert or 
dessert 
dishes, 
Jeanne 
Dinkel 
has 
about 
five 
different sizes and shapes, 
eight 
footed-banana 
split 
dishes, a rare two-quart 
crushed fruit jar, a water 


carafe, different size cream 
pitchers, sugar bowls, a 
vinegar cruet, salt shakers, 
a domino tray with patent 
applied for. 
‘‘If they have 
the date, they are worth 
about 50 per cent more,” 
surmised Richard Dinkel. 
The Prince William pattern 
is also found in such items 
as a pressed glass candy 
dish. Most of their Heisey is 
pressed leaded glass “of 
good quality,” believe the 
Dinkels. 
Since the couple began 
collecting carnival glass in 
1963, 
the 
Dinkels 
have 
bought and sold hundreds of 
pieces, 
until 
now 
their 
collection represents only 
the pieces they consider 
most valuable or desirable 
to them. 
As an introduction, they 
purchased 17 pieces for $20 
in Milwaukee, Wise. Value 
for their carnival glass has 
since 
skyrocketed. 
For 
instance, one of their water 
sets, complete with pitcher 
and six glasses, now brings 
up to $175, it is estimated. 
Carnival 
glass was so 
dubbed “ because early in 
the century, the cheaper 
pieces were given away as 
prizes in carnivals,” the 
couple indicated. 
Dinkel 
believes that the iridescent 
glass making can be traced 
back to Etruscan times, 
through the more recent 
Tiffany 
era. 
Metallic 
powders 
are 
reportedly 
fired into the glass during 
the manufacturing process 
to achieve the iridescent 
colors. 
Jeanne Dinkel s colorful 
collection includes carnival 
glassware in purple, cobalt 
blue, white, green, and ice 
b l u e 
o p a l e s c e n t . 
Candlesticks, candy dishes, 
glasses, plates are found in 
the double peacock, cherry 
fruit, 
grape 
and 
cable, 
strawberry, 
poppy 
show, 
and 
B a t t e n b u r g 
lace 
patterns. 
Mrs. Dinkel considers two 
advertising pieces among 
the rare in her category of 
carnival glass. 
One is 
i n s c r i b e d 
“ D a v i d s o n 
Society 
Chocolates” ;

is

C hristm as

are considered very collectible.

red plate 
with a grape 
pattern rates high in the 
couple’s esteem. 
Jeanne is fascinated by 
“the shapes of glass” and of 


course, “ what is not being 
reproduced 
anymore.” 
Nineteen of her water sets 
are of different patterns. 
She also has six old English 
plates, slag caramel bowls, 
old blue milk glass, hanging 
glass 
lamps, 
m iniature 
lanterns,

glass and custard glass.

Dinkel’s tenure with the 
U.S. Air Force, “ we had 
only one broken piece,” 
recalled Jeanne, 
“The saddest thing that 
happened was when Dick 
inadvertently dropped a box 
with a $75 piece of carnival 
glassware inside.

Films change

HOLLYWOOD—(N E A)— 
Times and customs change 
in all fields, but the past 
quarter of a century has 
brought a major revolution 
to the American cinema. As 
this year’s Academy Awards 
approach, the change be­ 
comes obvious. 
Twenty-five years ago, as 
the ’46 winners were an­ 
nounced, Hollywood and the 
nation were recovering from 
World War II. 


“Somehow,” 
he 
s a y s , 
“they seem much more uni­ 
versally important t o d a y 
than 25 years ago, perhaps 
because of the acclaim by 
the media.” 
Anne Baxter, honored in 
’46 for “The Razor’s Edge,” 
says the Awards “have enor­ 
mous importance, although 
perhaps not quite the same 
stature.” She does think that 
the whole Oscar business has 
acquired 
something 
of 
a 


“This has been a year,” 
said the academy’s presi­ 
dent, Jean Hersholt, “of re­ 
adjustment to the troubled 
beginnings of peace.” 
The “peace” is still trou­ 
bled, and perhaps that ac­ 
counts in some measure for 
the troubled films being hon­ 
ored at the ’71 ceremony. 
So much has changed, but 
the Oscar itself — now 43 
>ears old — hasn’t. It has 
become fashionable, lately, 
to put it down as meaning­ 
less, as an award for com­ 
mercialism rather than ar­ 
tistic merit, as a symbol of 
politics, not talent. 
And yet. around the world, 
the Oscar still carries con­ 
siderable weight. With the 
notable exception of George 
C. Scott — the Academy per­ 
sonnel refer to him as Dread 
Scott — virtually every ac­ 
tor and actress values the 
little statuette more than 
any other honor they could 
possibly receive. 
Fredric M a r c h won an 
Oscar for his ’46 film, “The 
Best Years of Our Lives.” 
Today, he says the Academy 
Awards still mean a great 
deal.
